Garnett McMillan 55—195 votes in 
and yet the Democratic vote of 
Clarke is 1792. It may with truth, 
perhaps be asserted that from a doz- 
to twenty men usually select tho 
delegates.

In many of the counties there are no 
newspapers at all, and the people ex- 
cept those who live immediately 
around the county towns know noth- 
f the meeting How many peo- 
ple in this house are aware ot the 
fact that Mr. Samuel M. Hunter the 
Chairman for this county, has called 
a Convention on Saturday, to elect 
delegates to represent us at Gaines- 
ville on the 28th of this month? 
This is the usual programme of these 
county Convent ons when they have 
assembled at the court hoir-e. 

A chairman is called on to preside 
the object of the meeting is stated 
by some ge-itipm.n, who takes the 
floor for that purpose A committee 
is appointed by the chair to suggest 
the name- of delegates to represent 
"the cunty in the Congressional 
Convention. It seems nobody's bus-, 
iness to object, in fact — except in 
cases of unusual interest, there is 
nobody there to make an objection, 
and the delegates who are thus ap- 
pointed by a commute", proceed to 
the Convention, and wh-n there pro- 
ceed to appoint, a Congressman; tin 
people, misled by the apparent fair- 
ness of the Convention's action, vote 
for their appointee without consid- 
ering whether or not he is the choice 
if the people, and thus the chairman 
nd the committees elect the Con- 
;ressmau. Now I do not mean to 
say that good men have not been 
elected by this sy tem. but this 
much is true, that any system which, 
in the power of the chairman 
and committe- s to select a member 
ingress, is open to the most 
f-st abuses. That the system 
I have described does this, there can 
be no doubt. How . asy it is for a 
chairman of a county Convention to 
appoint a committee to select deles 
gaies to the Gongressioinl Conven- 
tion who would vote all ihe time di- 
rectly against the wishes of the peo- 
ple of his county.

Ventilation of Long Tiinnete. 



An eminent engineering authority 
says that, when railway tunnels 
without shafts are to be ventilated, 
fans should be employed to keep up 
an artificial ventilation; that for a 

iven amount of traffic, the power 
required to ventilate long tunnels 
varies as the fourth power of the 
length; that when a long tunnel is 
to be ventilated, it is more advanta- 
geous to have a double line tunnel 
with trains in each direction* that 
two single line tunnels with trains 
in one direction only, and for every 
tunnel there is a limit to the amount 
of traffics where locomotives are tts- 
ed s beyond which ventilation ben 
comes impossible — a limit which 
cannot be very definitely fixed, but 
for a tunnel of twenty-two miles it 
does not exceed a total of twenty 
trains a day.

The Blairsyilleand (i;tinesvi!le Turn- 
pike. 

It is not generally known, but it 
is true that the charter for the above 
turnpike was so amended at the late 
session of the General Assembly as 
to charter the rwite from the Tess 
aenty Gap to the Frogfcown Gap in 
the Blue Ridge. This will throw 
the road so'as to ruu through the 
entire length of our county; cro-ss 
ing the Chattahoochee river at Bear- 
den's Bridge, four miles from Dabs 
lonega. It also gives our Union 
county friends, and the citizens of 
the Northern portion of our county, 
the choice of markets, Dahlonega or 
Gainesville- Thosedesirous of trading 
at Dahlonega « ill leave the Turnpike 
at Sugar Tit Hill, within two miles 
of Dahlonega. This measure was 
brought about by the united action 
of our immediate Representative, 
Col. Price, and Senators England, 
Asbury and Representative Haral- 
son, of Union county. The road is 
aboat completed to the top of the 
mountain on the North side, and 
but little remains to be done on the 
South side to enable wagons to get 
through. Rev. Wm. Tate says that 
the way is now open from his house 
to the Sugar Tit Hill, and that the 
descent on the Lumpkin side of the 
mountain is so gradual that wagons 
will i ot have to be locked at all in 
coming down. Our section requires 
nothing but good worked roads to 
enable our citizens to compete with 
other portions of the State. We 
are glad that our Representative 
and Senator have done so much, and 
performed it so well, for our eouus 
try, for which they have our thanks. 
An effort may be made to divert the 
road through bv Slabtown, in White 
county, but this will certainly 
lengthen the route. 

The corporators will meet in 
Cleveland on Tuesday, the firtt day 
of May. 

JJevenue Frauds. 

We learn from the Constitution 
of the 18th inst., that the Commiss 
sioner of Internal Reyenue issued 
last week a circular addressed to 
Collectors in the South, in whicla be 
says: 

"The frauds against the revenues 
and the determined resistance to the 
enforcement of the laws in portions 
of the States of North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Virginia, Georgia, 
Alabama and Tennessee have be- 
come so extensive that the ordinary 
means for the collection of the reve- 
nue have, to a very great extent, 
been set at defiance, and it has be- 
come necessary in certain places to 
call upon the juiliiary arm of the 
government to protect civil officers 
in the performance of their duties. 
The use of a military force for the 
collection of the revenue is not des 
sirable where it can be avoided and 
should not be long continued, and 
the object now is to so strengthen 
the hands of the collectors with a 
large force of deputy collectors to 
aid in the enforcement of the laws 
so that at an early day the military 
force may be withdrawn."

party leaders. Mr. Key informed 
them that he did not propose to 
make appointments which were 
purely recommended by politician^, 
but to appoint po-tm asters on the 
recommendation of the business peo- 
ple of the towns and cities where 
the offices were located.

• March, 19, 1877. 

My Dear Sir: Your favor of tho 
15th inst , reached me in due course, 
but I have been so pressed with bus- 
iness that until now I have been uns 
able to find time to reply to your 
inquiries. I will endeavor to explain 
the situation ns clearly and briefly as 
possible. When a vacancy exists in 
any office connected with this De- 
partment in the Southern States, 
preference will bo given to a Repub- 
lican, all other things being equal; 
but should it be impossible to find a' 
Republican who will be satisfactory 
to a large majority, ot the people, 
whose business is directly affected 
by the appointment, or in case of a 
contest over the office, then I shall 
not hesitate to step aside and select 
a person who in my judgement will 
give satisfaction to the business in- 
terests of the community.

Colquitt. 

The Albany News says: Many 
of our read >rs remember tho terri- 
ble storm which passed over th s 
section toinight one week ago. They 
remember the howling an 1 m >aning 
of the winds, the dark, portentio is 
clouds which o'erhung the heaven 
as a leaden mantle, and the m ; d 
night darkness which enveloped the 
earth. While we, in Albany and 
arour, 1 here, were in sa f ety, friends 
and kindred of our section we.'e suf- 
fering the appalling terrors an 1 
death of a mighty cyclone which 
swept through a portion of 
Worth, Dougherty, Mitahell an 1 
Colquitt counties like a maddened 
hurricane through the Indie.?. First 
place it struck was at Mr. Jack Wr- 
liams\ three miles east of McLel- 
land's mill, in Worth county. No 
human or animal life was lost h> e. 
Taking a northeasterly direction, it 
swept along in its mighty course, 
tearing down fences, uprooting 
trees, until it burst with the noise of 
tiie thunder of a thousand heavens 
upon Mr. Hiram Vines' place tin ee 
quarters of a mile from Mr. Wil- 
liams. Leaving the dwelling stand- 
ing it took up negro cabins, cribs, 
etc., in its mighty arms and carried 
them in its lightning rapidity. Ta- 
king the same course from this place 
and widening its huge mouth out, it 
swept just below Dr. Pickett's resi- 
dence, tearing up the lower part of 
his plantation and leaving it a huge 
place of chaos. Going on it struck 
fimu'taneously the plantation of 
Messrs. Ripley, Hill and Thorn if. 
At the former place the damage w s 
slight as compared to the latter. 
At Mr. Thomas' it felled his d v. 1 
ling and other houses, and oh! hor- 
ror of horrors, sorrow of s mows, it 
killed one child and wounded two 
men. In the same neighborho . I it 
l'i'led a negro boy. Pursuing the 
same course and with the breath of 
death, it struck the place of Mr. 
Pierce and Miller. At the first place 
it demolished everything, blowing 
away dwellings, furniture, clothing, 
mules, cattle, hogs, corn, etc., to a 
great distance. Two mules were 
found alive lodged up in the branch 
e^ of a mass of fallen trees two 
miles from tho house. Mr. Miller 
had one child killed by the falling 
.timbers, and everything blown away. 
On it went, until it struck a church, 
and not a sign of the house is left. 
The trees are away, the timbers are 
gone, the ground is torn up as if a 
mighty upheaval of mother earth has 
rent it asunder. Near here it burst 
upon Mr. Pate's residence, close to 
the line ot Irwin county, and, awful 
to relate, and terrible to think of 
killed three persons, and wounded a 
number more, some seriously. 

Thomasville Times: The fearful 
visitor last week was far more de- 
structive than was at first supposed. 
It literally swept everything in its 
path. Nothing could stay or resist 
its force. Huge trees were twisted 
off by the acre, even stumps blown 
up and houses whirled along like 
feathers. It was first discovered at 
B. S. Ansley's residence accompans 
ied by a bright yellow light and 
with a roar which sent a thrill to the 
hearts of the stoutest. It took in 
its path ot destiuction the plantas 
ti ns of John Speer, Geo. Barred, 
J. B. Marbry, W. H. Culpepper, Dr. 
Carson, Mr. Crawford, D. A. Home, 
JohnHighsmith, and doubtless many 
others whose names ha\ e not reach- 
ed us. Upon all these places wide 
spread ruin marked its course. Mr. 
Home's lost is said to be over 
$1,000. Some of his shingles were 
blown over four miles. It is said 
that in many instances, the feathers 
were actually stripp d from the 
fowls, leaving them clean picked.
